FIRE PREVENTION 


The Government was quick 
to announce its intention of 
setting up a Commission to 
enquire into the Wing On Go- 
down fire disaster. It has 
been slower in converting 
words into action, though it 
has been intimated that a 
Judge of the Supreme Court 
will, in all probability, be 
appointed Chairman. No 
formal explanation of the 
delay has been volunteered 
and it is left to be assumed 
that some difficulty has been 
experienced in completing 
the formaticn of a Commis-. 
sion whose task may be long 
and arduous, for which few 
business men of standing feel 
these days that. they can 
afford the filme. Also, per- 
haps, and delay on such 
“trounds would be more 
widely appreciated, it is pos- 
sible that the exact scope of 
the Commission’s terms of 
reference remains under dis- 
cussion. After a catastrophe 
of the mannitude of the Wing 
On ‘fire, following so shortly 
after two other major go- 
down blazes, any bid to'limit 
‘the. powers of enquiry of the 


Commission would be pub- |.: 


licly condemned, if not ac- 
tively resented. It is not 
only the facts regarding the 
‘conditions prevailing in the 
Wing On godown that are 
required, although they may 
prove vitally important. 
What needs to be elicited is 


how far anything found to] 


be wrong in this particular 
instance can be shown to be 
dangerously common: prac- 
tice. Pertinent, too, will be 
questions regarding the efli- 
ciency of the Colony’s fire- 
combatting arrangements. Of 
the excellent work ‘of the 
Fire, Brigade when faced 
with n major outbreak there 
will be no criticism, at least 
not of a ‘general nature. 
What is required is expert 
evidence on the efficiency of 
local organisation in fire pre- 
vention, which has far more 
bearing on the situation than 
the mechanics of fire-fight- 


ing. That much is wrong, for 


reasons of ‘omission rather 
than commission, is apparent 
already. It would, tov in- 
stance, be interesting to 
know how many of the 
Colony's godowns are ode- 
quately equipped with pro- 
perly-controlled sprinkler 
valves. It would be inter- 
esting to: know how many 
men there aro in the Colony 
who are properly trained in. 
the correct methods of stor 
ing dangerbus or potentially 
dangerous cargoes, _ who 
realise ‘ that: two different 
commodities, safe enough 
when kept well apart, can 


‘| be perilous if stowed in close 


proximity for any length of 
time.. .For rough and ‘ready

The release of balloons carrying

tween September 1940 and May

News about some of these de- 
vices has now been revealed for 
the first time fn n befated report, 
published as a supplement to the 
London Gazette, from Marshal of 
the Royal Air Force Sir Sholto 
Douglas, GCB, MC, DFC (now 
Lord Douglas of Kirtleside), who 
was AOC in C, Fighter Command 
at the time. . 

Most of these devices did not 
achleve any practical success, and 
it was only through the develop- 
ment of airborne radar equip- 
ment worked in conjunction with 
special ground stations that an 
effective answer was found to the 
night terror. 


Why German Bid 
Failed s 


Details of the scale and weight 
of the enemy's attacks in thelr 
bid to break the spirit of the’ 
British people and prevent the 
expansion of our means of pro- 
duction and supply are only too 
well known. Beginning with 
small-scale opperations on ports. 
and industrial towns in June 
1940, the night offensive gathered 
momentum during the next two 
months while the daylight Battle 
of Britain was being fought, and 
was unleashed with full fury In 
At 
that time, our night fighters were 
nlmost powerless. With the help 
of radio beacons, directional beam 
systems, and blfind-landing de- 
vices, the German bombers were 
nble to operate effectively in 
wintry weather conditions which 
seriously hampered and some- 
times precluded our fighter‘opera- 
tions. es 
In the autumn of 1940, Ger- 
man losses were: only a half of 
one per cent of their total effort. 
But, by 10th. May 1941, when 
they delivered thelr most ambi- 
tious attack ever on London, s0 
thorough had been the improve- 
ment in our defences ond tactics 
that some 6. per cent of th. 
raiders were destroyed. 


New Strategic 


Conception 

This great rald brought the in- 
tensive phase of night bombing 
to an end. “Undoubtedly,” writes 
Lord Douglas, “the main: reason 
for this change was a new 
strategic conception by. the Ger- 
mans. Having decided to attack 
the Russinns, they withdrew 
most of their ‘bombers from the 
West, leaving behind only a small 
force: to second the German 
Navy's attempt to blockade the 
British Isles. To what extent 
this decision was due to the re- 
alisation that his night offensive 
was failing as surely (though not 
so spectacularly) as his day of- 
fensive had failed the previous 
autumn, I do not know. But 
that the Blitz did fail to achieve 
any strategic purpose is clear 
enough. Moreover, the cumula- 
tive effect of the ever-increasing 


losses which they incurred as the. 


defences got under way cannot 
have been a negligible factor, 
even though those losses were 
not sufficient in themselves to 
have brought the offensive to o 
standstill.” 

If the end of the night battle 
came as a great relicf to -the 
country os a whole, nevertheless,

Hunting In Black 
. Space 


Those cight months strained 
the resource and Inventivencss of 
all concerned-scientists, tacticians 
and airmen alike—to the utmost. 

We had started under a great 
disadvantage. Before World War 
Two and in the carly stages of 
hostilities, 11 had been expected 
that, with the help of search- 
lights, high performance single- 
seater fighters capable of defent- 
ing the enemy by daylight would 
also*be effective at night. 

This hope proved vain, partly 
because searchliights were incap- 
able of dolng what was require:l 
owing to unsuitable sound loca~ 
tors, and partly’ because cloud or 
moénlight often prevented pllots 
from secing the searchlight beams 
at the helght at which fhey had 
to fly. 

Only radar’ provide the answer, 
Twin-engincd multi-seater _alr- 
craft were equipped with portable 
radio-location sets known. as AI. 
(Atr-Interception), which located 
the enemy in the dark. But the 
first A.’ sets had o restricted 
range of 3% miles maximum, 
and special ground scarch radar 
stations, termed. G.C.L.. (Ground 
Control Interception), were sot 
up .to detect the approach of 
enemy aircraft across the sea and 
guide our own aircraft to withir 
three miles of them and at rough- 
ly the same height. . 

Many problems of method 
maintenance and supply had to 
be. solved before all this delicate 
equipment yielded concrete re- 
sults; new tactics had to be 
evolved: and.much depended on 
the skill of the ‘ground control. 
Jers and the operational abillty 
of the A.I, observers, of whom 
there was on acute shortage. 

All this took time. It was how. 
ever imperative to make {mme- 
dinate attempts to improve .th 
sitatlon by means of any dovice, 
orthodox or otherwise, ‘Many 
novel and unusual "means oF 
dealing with the night bomber 
were suggested and exporimented 
with no supplement the work of 
the A.A. gunners who, says Lord 
Douglas, despife.the shortcomings 
of the early sound locators, da- 
serve great credit for their 
achievements, 


Unorthodox Devices 


The most effective were radio 
counter-mensures. As_the enemy 
bomber crews were mainly re~ 
Hant upon radio beams and. bea- 
cons for navigation and bomb 
aiming In conditlons of bad visi- 
bility, they were correspondingly 
vulnerable to ‘counter-measures 
against ‘these alds. :“There ha: 
grown up since the beginning ‘of 
{he war,” says the report, “an 
extensive organisation which had 
developed a most effective 
technique for, interfering so subt- 
ly with radio beams and beacons 
as to leave the enemy ‘almost

intercepted them," says the re- 
port.

“By the time the Havocs wore

Static Defences 

By March ‘1041, the Al, fighter 
had become the principal weapon 
of the night-fighter force, though 
on clear moonlit nights, Spitfires 
surpassed for short perlod the 
performance of their twin-en- 
gined rivals.

It was under 
his influence that Aristide Briand suc- 
ceeded in setting up a European Com- 
mission working under the same_roof 
and with the same Secretariat as the 
League of Nations. The achievements 
of this Commission were yot impres- 
sive; but then, the time was not ripe 
for more, illustration of the kind of 
obstacle we shad to contend with in 
those days, it may be recalled that Al- 
bert Thomas, Harold Butler's predeces- 
sor as Director General of the Inter- 
national Labour Office, had proposed 
as an efficient and statemanlike method 
of forestalling economic crisis, a pro- 
gramme of European public works in- 
cluding a uet of express motor roads 


and an electric grid. This was indeed - 


a cirect approach to European Union. 
Now, though this programme would, of 
course, have implied a considerable ex- 
pense, financial starvation was by no 
means. what killed it: what killed it 
was international distrust: “Good 
roads?—excellent things for invasion. 
Electric grid?—our motive power -in 
foreign hands.” Such - were the 
thoughts which withered in the bud the 
finest and boldest plan for European 
Union so far put forward. . 


The Danger And 
The Fear 


In those days, the danger and the 
fear came {rom the antagonism be- 
tween Germany on the one hand and 
Britain and France on the other. While 
this tension remained unabated, the 
political climate of Europe was bound 
to be threatening and stormy. The 
League of Nations tried. every pessible 
approach to union and peace, from dis- 
armament to economic and financial 
agreements all were withered from 
within by the radical enmity between 

. France and Germany. It was thought 
at one time that the solution had bee 
found in the famous Geneva Protocal. 
a treaty of collective security meant to” 
implement the League covenant by 
means of an ingenious chain of clauses 
“which, in case of conflict, automatical- 
ly designated the agzressor and start- 
ed the defensive rezction of the inter- 
national community against it :

"BERLIOZ (1803-1869) was born at a 
time Beethoven, then in nis early | 
thirties, was beginning to create the 
Music which later redounded to his 
everlasting fame. Schubert was but a 
boy of 6 at the time, whilst Hrahms 
and Schumann were not yet born. Into 
what an age of music, then was Ber- 
lioz ushered. Between the years 1700/ 
1900 seem to be crowdcd_cll the finest 
composers that the Continent had to 
offer. Small wonder then, that with ‘ 
this galaxy of talent to surround -him, 
that Berlioz’ music has not made so 
much impression as might otherwise 
have been the case. ee s 
s s 
some respects, Berlioz was a 
Pioneer Amongst musici; especi- 
ally in his“conceptions as to the use of. 
orchestras. He was the forerunner of 
the large orchestra, and he it was who 
introduced the brass section to full re- 
cognition. The part it played in “The 
Damnation. of Faust” for example 
shows Berlioz-setting demands for the 
orchestra such as were hitherto un- 
Precedented. : 
. His theories, which he expounded in 
.2 volume published in 1845 were, 
however, not carried into prectice in 
his own compositions. The story gees 
that on a visit to the Court of the, 
‘Frussian King, the latter said to him: 
“I understand you are the musician 
who. scores for an orchestra of 450 
players” “Not alwavs, Your Majesty,” 
aes Berlioz, “I sometimes write for

KNOWLEDGABLE opinion today is 
agreed that Berlioz’ ideas —prob-. 


ably sound in theory—were in advance 
of his own capabilities of putting them 
into practical execution. His heavy 
use of Brass and Percussion seems 
out of propertion to the general bal- 
ance of his music, although this is not 
to deny that.the spark of genius was 
éflame within him. 
So far as his “Symphonie Fantasti- 
- que" is conremed, which he subtitled 
himself as “Episode in the Life of an 
Artist.” he rose to real heigbts of 
imaginative expression. Grove sums 
it‘up in his Classic Dictionary by spy- 
ing that “he is so anxious to impress 
that he forgets to charm, and subor- 
dinates beauty to the expression of” 
ideas.” All in ali however, this Sym- 
phony should be good listening, inter- 
esting in itself for the colourful or- 
chestration alone. at which Berlioz 
displayed an unusual taient. ,
